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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 2 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art teaches the oscillator comprising the tuning circuit connected to the 
input of the amplifier, wherein the tuning circuit is continuously variable and consists of solid state 
electrical components with no mechanically adjustable devices including the pair of diodes 
connected to each other at their respective cathodes with the control voltage connected at the 
junction of the diodes, and transmission lines connected to the input of the amplifier with the input 
pad and the perpendicular transmission line extending from the input pad and forming the leg of 
the resonant "T", and wherein the feedback network is coupled to the leg of the resonant "T".
